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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: 1 . Applicant argues that "Fumitomo does not teach 
or suggest an embodiment wherein the fire retardant is supported on the inorganic porous material. According to the Example on page 3, 
the silica gel and the fire retardant are simply mixed (kneaded) with the other components (see page 3, paragraph [001 1])." Examiner 
disagrees. In Fumitomo's case the amount of highly porous silica (see line 0007) with inorganic flame retardant is very high (20-75%). After 
mixing, the polymer liquefied at 160C, which increasing of adsorbtion of flame retardant on silica. 

Gilman demonstrates a sinergic effect of potassium carbonate and silica as a flame retardant (see page 264). Based on his results, Gilman 
teaches that combined inorganic glassy foam, consisting of silica and flame retardant, forms at high temperature.which insulated and 
slowed escape of volatile decomposition gases. The above statement implies that silica and the retardant composition together forms 
separate phase in the composition. 

Regarding Declaration under 37CFR 1 .132 th eApplicant uses flame retardants, which have completely different structures compare to 
Fumitomo and Gilman. An affidavit or declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 must compare the claimed subject matter with the closest prior art to 
be effective to rebut a prima facie case of obviousness (see MPEP 716.02(e). .. 
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
